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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the Amendment filed January 17, 2007. 
Accordingly, claims 1 and 8 were amended, and claims 2, 14 and 15 were 

cancelled. Currently, claims 1,3-13, 16 and 17 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-13, 16 and 17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 

Re claim 1, none of the prior art of record discloses, in combination with other 
limitations as claimed, a method of fabricating LCD panels comprising separating the 
first and second LCD panel units into individual LCD panels, wherein the first LCD panel 
unit is larger than the second LCD panel unit, 

wherein each of the first and second mother substrates includes a plurality of 
dummy sections, each dummy section including a main dummy portion and a 
secondary dummy portion, and at least one of the sealant patterns under the first cutting 
lines binds the main dummy portions and secondary dummy portions together during 
the separating step. 

The most relevant reference, US 6,864,947 B2 to Shiraishi, fails to disclose or 
suggest the claimed invention. As shown in Fig. 8B, Shiraishi discloses that each of first 
and second mother substrates 1 1 and 12 includes a plurality of dummy sections, and 
the sealant patterns 21 under the cutting lines A-F bind each dummy section of each 
mother substrate together during the separating step. However, Shiraishi does not 
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disclose each dummy section on each mother substrate including a main dummy 
portion and a secondary dummy portion which are bound together by the sealant 
pattern under the cutting lines during the separating step. 

Re claims 8 and 16, none of the prior art of record discloses, in combination with 
other limitations as claimed, a method of fabricating LCD panels comprising remnants of 
the separated mother substrates include main dummy portions and secondary dummy 
portions divided by the first cutting lines therebetween. 

The most relevant reference, US 6,864,947 B2 to Shiraishi, fails to disclose or 
suggest the remnants including main dummy portions and secondary dummy portions 
divided by the first cutting lines therebetween. As shown in Fig. 8B, Shiraishi discloses 
remnants including main dummy portions and secondary dummy portions separated 
from the mother substrates 1 1 and 12 respectively by the cutting lines A-D, G-J. 
However, these cutting lines are not between the main dummy portions and the 
secondary dummy portions.
